Kurt Atterberg's "Suite Pastorale", four move- 
ments of which are recorded here, is a conserva- 
tive and melodious composition. The four sections

recording is satisfactory. 


BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Brandenburg Concertos No. 2 in F major 
(3 sides) & No. 5 in D major (5 sides). Boston 
Symphony Orchestra conducted by Serge Kous- 
sevitzky. Four 12' records in Set VM-1118f; 
price complete with album $5.10. 


Serge Koussevitzky continues his recordings of 
the Bach Brandenburg Concertos with No. 2 in 
F major £ No. 5 in D major. No. 3 in G major 
& No. 4 in G major were included in VM-1050f; 
reviewed about a year ago. All were recorded 
at Tanglewood, Lenox, Mass. 


The soloists in the F major concerto are 
Roger Voisin (trumpet), Georges Laurent (flute), 
Fernand Gillet (oboe), Richard Burgin (violin). 
Mr. Voisin uses a small B flat trumpet for the 
high and torturously difficult solo passages. The 
pianist, Lukas Foss is featured in the D major 
concerto with Mr. Burgin and Mr. Laurent. 


Dr. Koussevitzky's Bach interpretations are as 
usual straightforward and vigorous. He has been 
accorded good recording. Mr. Foss’ delineation of 
the keyboard part in the D major concerto is 
shythmically incisive and well modulated. The 


\oalance is generally good, for the top of the 


piano was lowered for the recording session. It 
might be added that a reduced orchestra of 
about thirty-five pieces was used.

Although these Preludes are preferable 
as played on the organ, there is no doubt as to 
their effectiveness on the 'cello, especially as 
played by this eminent French musician. The 
effective accompaniments are played by Gerald 
Moore. The recording is excellent throughout. 


BACH: Der Kunst der Fuge (arr. Hermann Die- 
ner). Collegium Musicum conducted by Her- 
mann Diener. Ten 12" imported records (20 
sides), Nos. G-EH 1007/16; price $20.00.

We have recently received a limited supply 
of Hermann Diener's impressive orchestral tran- 
scriptions of Bach's "Art of the Fugue." ‚This 
monumental recording is only available in. manual 
sequence. 


BACH: Johannes-Passion — No. 67, Ruht wohl, 
ihr heiligen Gebeine. Chorus of State Academy 
for Music & Berlin Instrumental College (sung. 
in German) conducted by Fritz Stein. 12" im-

We are able to offer at the present time a 
limited supply of a fine recording of the Final 
Chorus of Bach's "St. John's Passion” as record- 
ed by one of Germany's finest choruses.

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BARTOK (BELA) 


BARTOK: Concerto for Violin & Orchestra. Yehudi 
Menuhin (violin) & Dallas Symphony Orchestra 
conducted by Antal Dorati. Five 12" records 
(10 sides) in Set VM-1120f; price complete 
with album $6.15. 


Bela Bartok's monumental Violin Concerto, 
first published in 1941, was composed in Budapest 
between August 1937 and December 1938 for 
Bartok's friend, Zoltan Szekely, who introduced 
the work at a concert of the Amsterdam Concert- 
gebouw Orchestra. Mr. Menuhin has performed 
the work with great success in many cities of the 
United States. We are indeed fortunate to have 
him record the work. He is effectively supported 
on these records by the Dallas Symphony under 
the leadership of Antal Dorati, who again proves 
his sympathetic attitude towards a contemporary 
score. 


The recording is spacious and clear with an 
excellent balance between the soloist and the or- 
chestra. 


BERLIOZ (HECTOR) 


BERLIOZ: Le Corsaire, Op. 2l—Overture. Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Sir Thom- 
as Beecham. 12" imported record (2 sides), 
No. G-DB6357; price $2.62. 


One of Berlioz's most vivid scores has been 
recorded with almost unbelievable brilliance and 
vitality by that peerless Berlioz conductor, Sir 
Thomas Beecham. This is one of the best record- 
ings to come out of the HMV studios to date. 
The only other version available is quite old, be- 
ing played by the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
conducted by Sir Hamilton Harty \(C-DX664; 
price $2.62, out of stock as we go to press).

BIZET (GEORGES) 


BIZET: Carmen — Finale, Act IV — Abridged 
recording. Margarete Klose (contralto), Marcel 
Wittrisch (tenor), Walter Grossmann (bari- 
tone), T. Gerson (soprano), S. Fischer (con- 
tralto) (sung in German) with Berlin State 
Opera Chorus & Orchestra conducted by Fritz

This extraordinary record contains the final 
bars of "Les Voici" (beginning with "Viva Es- 
camillo"), continues with the duet between Car- 
men and Escamillo with the brief lines of Fras- 
quita and Mercedes, and concludes with the duet 
between Carmen and Don José. There are a few 
brief cuts, but the record has an amazing amount 
of material from this scene. Fast tempi are em- 
ployed, but the result is very effective. The Car- 
men of Margarete Klose and the Don José of 
Marcel Wittrisch are very well sung and the re- 
cording, while not new, is still excellent. The 
only drawback is the German text. 
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BLITZSTEIN (MARC) 


BLITZSTEIN: Symphony: “The Airborne". New 
York City Symphony conducted by Leonard Bern- 
stein with Victor Chorale conducted by Robert 
Shaw, Charles Holland (tenor), Walter Scheff 
(baritone), Robert Shaw (monitor) (13 sides) 
& Dusty Answer. Walter Scheff (baritone) & 
Leonard Bernstein (piano) (I side). Seven 12" 
records in Set VM-II17{; price complete with 
album $8.40. 


The Airborne Symphony" was commissioned 
by the Eighth Air Force, to which it is dedicated. 
lt was written in London during the buzz-bomb 
attacks in 1943 and 1944 while the composer was 
serving as musical director of the Armed Forces 
Invasion Radio Station. The work is composed 
of twelve episodes relating to the history of hu- 
man flight, culminating with a moving description 
of the part played by the Army Air Forces in the 
victory in Europe. The world premiere took place 
in April 1946 with Leonard Bernstein conducting 
the New York City Symphony with soloists and 
chorus. The success was immediate. The work 
is scored for full symphony orchestra with chorus, 
tenor and baritone soloists and a monitor or nar- 
rator who speaks (either in poetry or prose) a 
text also written by Mr. Blitzstein. The sections 
are entitled: Theory of Flight; Ballad of History 
and Mythology; Kittyhawk; The Airborne; The 
Enemy; Threat and Approach; Ballad of the 
Cities; Morning Poem; Ballad of the Hurry Up; 
Night Music; Ballad of the Bombadier; Open Sky. 


This tremendous recording has been achieved 
with no little trouble, and the result is certainly 
gratifying. There is no doubt of the work's suc- 
cess in the concert hall, where the effect is quite 
kinetic. It is surprising how much of the effective- 
ness carries over into the gramophonic presenta- 
tion. The recording is a good one and the soloists 
and chorus are well chosen. Chief honors go to 
Mr. Shaw who reads the Monitor's difficult lines 
with sincerity and conviction. 


The complete text as well as notes by David 
Hall are included with the album. 


BOIELDIEU (FRANCOIS-ADRIEN) 


BOIELDIEU: La Dame Blanche—Overture. Boston 
"Pops" Orchestra conducted by Arthur Fiedler. 
12" record (2 sides), No. V-11-9569; price 
$1.05. 


A lively and melodious overture to a French 
opera of the early 19th century (1825), which was 
based on two novels of Scott's, "The Monastery” 
and "Guy Mannering”, has been recorded by the 
Boston "Pops" Orchestra under the vigorous lead- 
ership of Arthur Fiedler. The only other version 
available is a rather ancient recording by Leo 
Blech and the Berlin State Opera Orchestra (G- 
EJ306; price $2.62).

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BORODIN (ALEXANDER) 


BORODIN: Prince Igor — No. 13, Prince Igor's 
Aria — No rest, No peace. John Hargreaves 
(baritone in English) & Philharmonia Orchestra 
conducted by Warwick Braithwaite. 12“ im-

For his recording debut, Mr. Hargreaves 
rather unwisely chose the difficult aria of Prince 
Igor, which lies a bit too high for him. This is, 
however, the only recent recording of this wonder- 
ful music. The orchestral background is superbly 
played and the recording is good. 


CATALANI (ALFREDO) 


CATALANI: La Wally—Ebben? ne andro lontana 
& MASCAGNI: Cavalleria Rusticana — Voi 
lo sapete. Maria Caniglia (soprano in Italian) 
& Rome Opera House Orchestra conducted by 
Luigi Ricci. 12" imported record (2 sides),

Catalani's opera “La Wally" was first per- 
formed at La Scala in 1892. It was given at the 
Metropolitan four times in 1904 and seems to 
have been dropped from the repertory. It is 
occasionally given in Italy today. Juding from 
this excerpt, it would be well worth reviving if 
some of Italy's best voices could be obtained for 
a revival. The aria "Ebben? ne andro lontano", 
sung here with great expressiveness by Maria 
Caniglia, is one of the highlights of the score. 


On the reverse side there is a less successful 
effort. In the big soprano aria from "Cavalleria 
Rusticana" Mme. Caniglia is not entirely at home, 
for her voice tends to become shrill in spots. 
However, it is a very dramatic interpretation. 


The recording, made in the Rome Opera 
House, is very realistic. Vivid orchestral back- 
grounds are provided by Luigi Ricci. 


COLERIDGE-TAYLOR (SAMUEL) 


COLERIDGE-TAYLOR: Hiawatha — Onawayl 
Awake, Beloved & THOMAS: Esmeralda — O 
Vision entrancing. Webster Booth (tenor) & 
Liverpool Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by 
Sir Malcolm Sargent. 12" imported record (2 
sides), No. G-C3407; price $2.00. 


This unusual vocal record is being relisted 
for we have received a limited supply after it 
has been out of stock for some time. 
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CHOPIN (FREDERIC) 


CHOPIN: Les Sylphides — Ballet Suite (arr. An- 
derson & Bodge). Boston "Pops" Orchestra con- 
ducted by Arthur Fiedler. Three 12" records (6 
sides) in Set VM-III9{; price complete with 
album $4.05. 


Leroy Anderson and Peter Bodge have re- 
orchestrated the ballet "Les Sylphides" based on 
compositions of Chopin. This popular score was 
recorded once before by the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra (G-C2781/3, price $6.00) in an ar- 
rangement by Murray and White. There were 
many who disliked the older orchestration so 
they may be satisfied with the newer version. 
However, the older version is still more than ser- 
viceable. The recording is perhaps more brilliant 
in the newer version but the orchestra is hardly 
in a class with the London group. 


The selections included in the recording are: 
Prelude No. 7, Nocturne No, 10, Valse No. Il, 
Mazurka No. 44, Mazurka No. 23, Prelude No. 7, 
Valse No. 9, Prelude No. 7, Valse No. 7, Valse 
No. I. 


DELIBES (LEO)

A brilliant rendition of the "Bell Song" from 
"Lakmé" is performed by the young English so- 
prano Gwen Catley, who has been away from the 
recording studios far too long. The recording is 
very good. 


HANDEL (GEORGE FREDERICK) 


HANDEL: Twelve Concerti Grossi, Op. 6 — Com- 
plete recording. Busch Chamber Players con- 
ducted by Adolf Busch (49 sides) & GEMIN- 
IANI: Sonata in C minor for Violin & Cembalo 
— Siciliana only (arr. Busch). Adolf Busch 
(violin) & Artur Balsam (piano) (I side). 
Twenty-five 12" records in Set CM-685t; price 
complete with three albums $29.93. (Available 
as a complete set only). 


Written in the incredibly short time of one 
month in 1739, these concerti provide one of the 
most revealing views of Handel's genius. These 
magnificent works were written for chamber or- 
chestra with a concertino of two violins, 'cello 
and harpsichord. In the present recording, Adolf 
Busch and Ernest Drucker (violins), Hermann 
Busch ('cello) and Mieczyslav Horszowski (harpsi- 
chord) provide the concertino.

There was a complete recording of these 
wonderful concerti by Boyd Neel and his Cham- 
ber Orchestra but these records have not been 
available for some time. The present set more 
than fills the gap, for the recording is generally 
excellent, and the harpsichord, rather than the 
piano, was used in the concertino. 


An especial note of thanks should be given 
Columbia for the excellent booklet which contains 
notes and analyses of the individual concerti by 
Emanuel Winternitz. 


HANDEL: Water Music Suite (arr. Ormandy). 
Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by Eugene 
Ormandy. Two 12” records (4 sides) in Set 
CX-2791f; price complete with album $3.15. 


Eugene Ormandy performs his arrangement 
of the famous Water Music Suite of Handel in 
a very satisfactory manner. This arrangement dif- 
fers somewhat from those commonly heard, be- 
cause the order of the movements has been 
changed somewhat, The sections are marked: 
Allegro; Andante; a repetition of the opening 
Allegro; Air; Bourrée; Hornpipe; Allegro deciso. 


The recording is easily the best of the ver- 
sions listed in current catalogues, for the or- 
chestra has been recorded with great fidelity. 


HANDEL: Judas Maccabaeus — No. 24, How 
vain is man & No, 28, Sound an alarm. Heddle 
Nash (tenor) & Philharmonic Orchestra con- 
ducted by Warwick Braithwaite. 12" imported 
record (2 sides), No. G-C3550; price $2.00. 


Continuing its series of Handel arias, HMV 
has issued a stunning version of two arias from 
the oratorio "Judas Maccabaeus" sung by Heddle 
Nash, who again shows his sympathy for the 
Handelian style. The recording is exemplary. 


HINDEMITH (PAUL) 

HINDEMITH: Sonata for Unaccompanied Violin, 
Op. 31, No. 2 (2 sides) & Sonata in E major 
for Violin & Piano (2 sides). Ruggiero Ricci 
(violin) & Louis Persinger (piano). Two 12" 
records in Set VOX-603; price complete with 
album $3.15. (Available in automatic sequence 
only). 
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These two interesting works by Paul Hinde- 
mith have been performed with sympathy by 
Ruggiero Ricci. The unaccompanied sonata is in 
four movements marked: With gentle motion, With 
quiet motion, Leisurely, Five variations on Mo- 
zart's "Come Gentle May." This work may strike 
the listener as rather difficult on first hearing, 
but the work has definite charm and wit. 


The E major sonata, dating from 1935 was 
performed once before on records by Edgar Or- 
tenberg and Lukas Foss, but that set (MW-300) 
is not available at present. The present version 
is equally well performed and in general is a 
superior recording. The movements are marked: 
With quiet motion — Slow; Very lively. 

This notable addition to the Vox catalogue 
has been well recorded. 


KHACHATURIAN (ARAM) 

KHACHATURIAN: Masquerade—Suite (5 sides) 
& KABALEVSKY: Colas Breugnon — Féte Popu- 
laire (1 side).

Khachaturian's “Masquerade” suite consists of 
five excerpts drawn from music composed for 
a 1939 Moscow production of the 19th century 
romantic poet Lermontov's play of the same 
name. The music consisted of a series of entr'- 
actes and interludes. Their titles are: Valse, 
Nocturne, Mazurka, Romance, Galop. Written in 
a sort of pseudo-romantic style, there are broad 
touches of satire. The melodious score should have 
wide appeal. On the last side of the set there 
is a performance of the "Fête Populaire’ from 
Kabalevsky's opera “Colas Breugnon." 


The Santa Monica Symphony Orchestra under 
the direction of Jacques Rachmilovich gives a 
rousing performance of these scores and the re- 
cording has been satisfactorily achieved.

The recording is superb and the result is one 
of the most outstanding of the recent Italian 


importations. 


MASCAGNI: Cavalleria Rusticana — Addio alla 
madre & VERDI: Aida — Celeste Aida. Galliano 
Masini (tenor in Italian) & EIAR Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Ugo Tansini, 12" im- 
ported record (2 sides), No. CET-BB25096; 
price $3.25. 


Galliano Masini sang at the Metropolitan be- 
fore the war and at that time displayed a beauti- 
ful natural voice with many irritating mannerisms. 
These have largely disappeared, leaving a voice 
which could be used in our lyric theatres in this 
country. He is joined by Maria Vinciguerra, so- 
prano, who sings the few lines allotted to Mamma 
Lucia. He is at his best in arias of this type. 
The Verdi aria lies a bit high for his essentially 


lyric voice. The recording is good.
